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Editorial 

^hFprimary CARE NURSE PRACTITIONER (NP) 


During the last decade two trends are evident in the field of health care. 
First there has been a return of emphasis in physician education toward pri¬ 
mary care. Secondly there is increasing delegation of primary care responsi¬ 
bilities to non-physicians. Locally the format is reflected in the establishment 
of NEOUCOM and the family practice center operated jointly by YHA and 
St. Elizabeth’s. The second trend is evidenced in the approval of an Adult 
Primary Care Nurse Practitioner’s Program at St. Elizabeth’s with the Ma- 
honing-Shenango Area Health Education Network (MSAHEN). 

The contributions of nurses to health care are honored by time. The role 
of nursing has expanded steadily with the advance of medical science. Nurs¬ 
ing activities now include such diverse and specialized activities as public 
health, epidemiology, coronary care, operation room, and more. 

The creation of the “Nurse Practitioner” (NP) as a means of extending 
the physician’s capability is one such innovation. The NP has been viewed 
as an aide, working under physician supervision, bringing primary caie 
services to such underserved areas as the inner city and remote rural areas. 

However, some nursing organizations are now rejecting the role of 
"physician extender”, opting instead to cast the role of the NP as an inde¬ 
pendent primary care provider in parallel relationships with the physician. 
In 1976 the American Nurses’ Association defined Nurse Practitioner Clini¬ 
cian as a nurse, "IVho asseses the physical and psychosocial status of clients 
by means of interview, health history, physician examination, and diagnostic 
tests . . . interprets the data, develops and implements Therapeutic plans, 
and follows through on the continuum of care of clients - - implementing 
those plans through independent action, counseling, appropriate referrals, 
health counseling, and collaboration with other health care providers. 

Nursing Practitioners concepts and programs have the full ^support of 
both government and industry under the illusion that they will cut costs . 
This program, with such support, is flourishing with at least 100 programs 
offering a certificate, and 180 programs offering a Master s Degree curri¬ 
culum. Blue Cross-Blue Shield has begun reimbursment for NP service at

a fee level nearly the same as physicians in some areas. Medicare-Medicaid 
will pay for NP service under the Rural Health Clinic Service Act. 

Should a NP render primary care without a physician’s watchful super¬ 
vision? Should there be independent NP practice in areas not medically 
destitute? Clearly discussion and debate of the role of the NP is greatly 
needed in the field of education, certification and licensing of these persons. 
Their employment, limitations and responsibilities must be carefully con¬ 
sidered in the light of the patient’s best interests. The goal must be readily 
accessible medical care of the highest possible quality for the entire popu¬ 
lation, and at an affordable cost.

SEND COMPLETED CME LOGS EARLY 

Any physician who has completed 150 hours of continuing medical 
education should send his record to the Ohio State Medical Board at his 
earliest convenience. The Board urges early reporting in order to avoid an 
anticipated deluge of records during the final months of 1979. 

Physicians have until Dec. 31 to complete the 150 hours required for 
relicensing. Several comprehensive articles on CME were published in the 
December issue of the Ohio State Medical Journal. Included was a log of 
CME activities and a receipt card to be returned to the doctor by the 
Medical Board. The articles stress that licenses expire on midnight of Dec. 
31, and that, by Jan. 1, 1980, in accordance with the law, there will be no 
more time for compliance.

This was to avenge the loss to the Dental Society, 18-17 the year before. 

D. J. Dallis wondered, in his editorial, if the idea of a Medical School 
jn Youngstown was out of the question after Governor Rhodes prematurely 
announced his support of an Akron-Canton location for the school. 

Blue Cross announced that the Group Insurance Rates for the Medical 
Society would not be increased for the 1969-70 period. It was the first time 
in three years that the rate was not increased (and probably the last time 
since)
